Federal Consistency. 

Henry Clay was the father of the Compro: 
mise act. It was introduced by him, and no 
small share of the alulati 
ceived from his followers, springs from the 
admiration of the skill nnd eloquence with 
Which he conducted that measure ton success: 
For that act, aud his course in the 
Missouri contraversy, he was styled “Z'he 
Great Pacificator.” 

On the secund day of November 1836, when 
Gen, Harrison was a candidate for the Presi- 
deney, he wrote and published this sentiment: 

“John Tyler has ever strongly opposed 0 
high protective tariff, and was unalteralily wed- 
ded. to the principles of the Compromise act.” 

When the canvass of 1840 ceme, Henry 
Clay still remained the avowed champion of 
that measure and counted it fame, to have 
been its originator. Harrison and Tyler were 
supported and elected, pledged to the coun- 
try, to preserve inviolate the integrity of the 
Compromise act. Nota single federal whig, 
master or man, desired or dared to whisper 
hostility 10 that measure, which, inn perilous 
time, hod given peace to the country, and as 
they supposed, freshened upon the brow of their 
demi-god, laurels, well nigh withered by the 
breath of corruption in the days of John Ad- 
oms. 

At the beck of Henry Clay, the extra ses~ 
sion of congress was called, He was the 
head, the front, the soul that conceived, and 
the mind that controtled, its operations. He 
was the stern magician of the hour—the fede- 
ral majority, the puppets which came and 
went, and “played fantastic tricks” at his bid- 
ding. Flushed with suceess ond backed by 
an tnserupulous majority, he caused to be in- 
troduced und passed into a law the Distribu- 
tion Bill, that odious scheme for beggering 
the government & bribing the States; but mad 
and wild, and reckless of principle and of cou- 
sequences, as the leaders were, they dared not 
touch the Compromise act, but acknowledg- 
ed its binding obligation, by providing that 
even their most favorite measure, should ruth- 
er fail, than its sacred repose disturbed. 

Well—with an inconsisteney—a wicked 
disregard of justice—a folly—a blindness—a 
profigacy unmatched in the history of political 
parties, they passed a bill, violating the com- 
promise act; trampling upon the rights of the 
States and greatly endangering the peace of 
the Union.

The proposed impeachment of 
President Tyler, 

Mr. Botts, the Coon member of Congress 
who some time ago resolved to “head Capt. 
Tyler,” has recently brought forward articles 
of impeachment against President Tyler. 
Botts is the personal enemy of Mr. Tyler, and 
hence his absurd and ridiculous ottempt to 
impeach the President. The Madisonian, 
however, charges that the Whig party in Con- 
gress were at the head of the movement; and 
that a deliberate conspiracy had been formed 
by the Clay Coon Jeaders in Congress to get 
possession of the Government.

‘The following articles, giving statistics de~ 
rived from the most authentic sources, and 
published ina quarter where the Abolition 
mania Nns the greatest ascendancy, suggest 
much for the meditation of honest philanth 
ropists engaged in the cause of the Abalition: 
ists. The first shows the results on the seas, 
for which England demands that the law of 
ations shall he vet aside, nnd English eruigers 
permitted (0 honed and search all the vessels 
of the world. Tt will be seen that the New 
Bedford Mereury (whence the statement given 
in the New Yurk Evening Post is derived) 
obtained its faets from St. Helena, the scene 
of the proceedings referred 
From the Now York E Post 

The Slave Trarte.—From some particu 
Jars in relation to this business that have been 
compiled in St. Helena, and published in the 
New Dedford Mercury, We are able to judge 
somewhat of the proceedings of the English. 
‘The number of slaves in the clave vessels that 
have been captured on the coast of Attica by 
British ernisers, and taven into the island of 
St. Helena, from July 3d, 1840, to May 6th, 
1842, is 6,139. OF this number, not one has 
ever returned to his home in Airica. Instead 
of thot, they bavebeen allowed to choose the 
British colony to which they would go, and 
have been disposed of ax follows: 1,736hove 
died; 1333 have been conveyed to the Cape of 
Good Hope, 542 to Demarara, (20 to Jamaica, 
201 to Trinidad; 198 have been apprenticed at 
St Helena; and 1.010 remain tobe sent, in ac- 
cordance with their own choice, to the British 
colonies. 

No punishment has been inflicted on the 
original captors of theso slaves. On thecon- 
trary, the captains, officers, and crews “are 
permitted to go at large; and, until they ean 
find ships to take them’ from St. Heleva, are 
allowed by Government 84 cents each per 
diem.” 

When it isasked by what authority the 
captures are made, and the negrocs declared 
free, the answer is, that it has been done by 
virlue of an order in council of her Britannic 
Majesty. And the whoie proceeding on their 
part is soid to be dictated by benevolence and 
feelings of pity. Yet the effect of it is to 
Furnish her colonies with servants; and though 
they may not wear chains and fetters, they 
have no liberty left but that of choosing to 
which of the colonies they will go.” 

‘Tho channels through which this informa- 
tion comes, all incline to the Abolition cause; 
and yet the testimony proves that the end of 
Abolition is the servitude of the delivered, un- 
til finally delivered by death. And this last 
ead liberstor of the stave alwnys comes soonest 
under th n devised by British philanth- 
ropy. Apprenticed slaves have masters, who 
have no interest but to get the most they’ can 
outof the victims delivered over to them, 
while they are in the vizorous period of life 
If the apprentices are children, the master has 
ho such permanent interest in them as to ins 
duce much cure in rearing them. If adults, 
beyond the useful working age, the muster is 
most benefited by on early riddance of them— 
ho matter how—by casting them into some 
house or hospital, or immediately into 
the grave, Hence it happens that all the kid- 
napped Africans who are taken from the kid- 
nappers by the Britsh, and apprenticed out in 
Brazil or In the British islands, or elsewhere, 

@ appointed for the pur: 
are invarinbly, when inquired for at the 
end ‘of the apprenticeship, reported dead. 
And the life ia really worked ont of them by 
the cruel task-master to whom they are bouns|; 
or they are spirited away from the abode 
where they are at rst placed, and continued 
ns slaves, while necounted (or in the report as 
having died. How different is the state of 
slavery under the system first introduced by 
British commercial cupidity on this continent, 
meliorated, a8 it has been, into thrt sort of 
patriarchal condition in which slavery is found 
in the frst stages of society, as recorded in 
the Scriptures. In Virvinin’ nnd Kentucky, 
nd several slaveholiling States, the slaves are 


in fact, only an inferior ensie in the family, 
and reevive from the whites endearing appel= 
Which mark the kindest felings  to- 
wards them. In all the States where length 
of time ond seitled habit have establiehed this 
domestic relation on the best footing in which 
it exists among Us, the negro race are found 
contented, healthy, improved in moral and 
physical condition, and equally as prolific, if 
not inore so than the whites, But whatis the 
condition of this race among their Abolition 
friends m New England? Although emancis 
pated, and not put under the overseership 
under which the Indian race (except a rem= 
nant of some twenty Pequnds) have all been 
abolished, the same fate attends the African as 
that which awaiis him under the system of 
Apprenticeship intreduced by England in we 
Southern isles and continents. But we will 
let the Boston Courier tell the benign effects 
of Abolition philanthropy on the “colored 
race in Boston.”

THE COLORED RACE IN BOSTON, 

The new directory contains a list of colored 
persons in Boston; and we have been at the 
trouble of analyzing the list to ascertain, as 
nearly as possible, the present condition of this 
(we had almost said) doomed class of our po~ 
pulation. . 

We find that the whole number of names is 
256; of this number, forty-five do not keep 
house; and allowing five to each of those who 
do, the number will be only 1,061 But as 
some mnay be living in families, (although the 
number of house servants has grestly dimin~ 
ished since the influx of Irish lelp,) itimay be 
safe to set down the whole number of colored 
persons in Boston at 1,500, We have no data 
athand, and no time to look it up; but we 
may safely assert that the proportion of col- 
ored persons to whites is smaller than it ever 
was before. Indeed, it seems to us that, if 
there was no supply from abroad, the race 
would become extinct in acentury, as surely 
‘as this fate has overtaken the Massachusetts 
tribes of Indians, 

It is not for us to say why they cannot 
thrive amongst us; but the fact exists, and we 
wonder that it does not preach a louder ser- 
mon in favor of colonization, There is evi- 
dently a spell upon the race, which prevents 
their increase, and their elevation in the scale 
of civilization. Fifty years ago, the blacks 
were just What they are now, excepting that 
their manners were more regular and their 
morals less corrupt. We speak of them as a 
body, and not of individuals. It would be un- 
fair to attribute this decay of morals and man- 
ners to their better instruction, for we can see 
other causes forit. Fifty yerrs ogo many of| 
the blacks had just become free, nnd had all 
the sobriety and good manners which prevail- 
ed in the families wherethey were brought up; 
for the few families that retained slaves at the 
adoption of the Constitution were generally 
the first in the State, Besides, ns soon as the 
blacks were freed, they were generally em- 
ployed as servants, aid living, amongst the 
whites, they were in the way af improvement; 
bot when they were pushed aside by the race 
that now are our house-servonts, they herded 
inore together; and notwithstanding the school 
which has been established among them more 
thon thirty yenrs, it is doubtful. whether they 
are actually in advance of what they were in 
1800, A light analysis of the Directory will 
show that in their employments they hud 
made no advance. Of the 256 names, we 
find—mariners, thirty-eight; laborers, thirty. 
eight; old clothes-dealers, thirty-four; barbers, 
thirty-one; waiters, twenty-one; boot-blacks, 
five; other such employments, twelve; board. 
ing-houses, eight; musicians, three, mechanics, 
two; physicians, one. 

No employment is assigned to the rest, and 
it is fairto conclude that their rank is not 
superior to the others. Among the mechanics, 
we place four or five that hardly come under, 


the denomination, nnd we are not informed! 
whethor any of them are master, ‘This is a 
poor prospect, and not n Jittle discouraging to 
those who think the white and colored races 
equal, and able to thrive together in ease of 
universal emancipatior 

A slight inspection of old directories will 
also expose another striking fact, 9 which 
we have alluded, namely—that the slight in- 
crense, if there be any, docs not arise frow the 
vatural increase of the old setilers, but. fro 
the influx of strangers—probably runaway, or, 
in a few cuses, liberated slaves from Wie South- 
ern States, 

We would not, for the world, say or do 
anything prejudicial to the interests of this 
Unfortunate class of our fellow-creatures; but 
we think a fair and thorough inquiry into the 
subject, on which we can only touch, would 
tend to rectify many theories of many well 
meaning philanthropists, and lead to more 
judictous efforts, not merely to improve the 
race, but to save it from extirpation. For i 
stance, it isa curious inquiry how many of 
the present colored inhabitants of the city were 
born here?—how many were ever slaves?— 
how many can read and write?——how many 
live at service?—how many are married?— 
what is the average nuinber of children’ in a 
family, compared with white families? —how 
far has any colored child advauced in learning 
beyond the merest elements of education?— 
what prevents the employment of colored per- 
sons ns mechanics?—why have they never, 
with perhaps one exception,” accumulated 
any property?—what is their annual mortali 
ty, compared with that of the whites? &c. &c, 

We should like to see all these questions 
fairly answered; and we hope these remarks 
will induce some friend of the African to give 
the subject a fair examination

died Jess than a year ago, and who once had 
collected a little property by making soap. 
Whether poverty overtook him in his Jatter 
days, we know not. His father, Prince Hall, 
was ‘a very respectable man, master of the 
African Lodge, nd the reputed author of an 
uddress which was printed halfa century ago.

Let the Legislature, when it meets, se- 
riously take hold of the plan we published 
some months ago for selling our lands for 
bonds, (o liquidate our State debt. It must be 
plain to every intelligent mon that the State 
can thus relieve herself.

Great Emigration—The New York A- 
mericon says that letters received from the 
continent of Europe, announce the coming of| 
thousands of Germans to. the United States 
One leticr states that 20,000 are about to em= 
bark from one district, and that the rage for 
emigration pervades the whole of Germany 
and Holland. The only event that can possi- 
bly prevent the coming of these marses of 
emigronts, is the want of vessels. An im 
mense army of emigrants are on their march 
into France to embark from French ports. In 
confirmation of these reports, we extract the 
following froma French paper, published in 
Paris, noted for the accuracy of its statements: 

Emigration from Germany.—Whole vil- 
Inges, including the rich as well as the poor, 
are emigrating, saysa letter from Mentz, from 
Germany to North America. ‘Three of those 
in Upper Hesse have, within a few months, 
been entirely abandoned, and several in Rhen 
ish Prussia are proparing to fullow the exam- 
ple. A short time ago the whole population 
of one of these villages passed through Mentz 
on it way to America, accompanied by its 
pastor and school master.— Galignani.

Mysens. Evitons —I was led, by the poru- 
sal of Mr.‘Turner’s article on Bunks pnblisn- 
ed in tho first numbe: of your paper, and di- 
rected to Mr. Tyler, to give some attention 
and bestow some lnbor upon the same subject. 

Mr. ‘Turner seems to think that a Bank of 
some kind is absolutely necessary to the bus 
siness transactions of the country; bul this 
ho would have a Bank of deposite and issue, 
for the purpose of regulating the exchanges 
of the country, and Banks of expansion, as 
he is pleased to cull the present Banks of the 
country. 

1 make no issue with Mr. Turner upon this 
subject, but barely inquire of him where he 
finds the power granted to Congress to Char- 
ter such a Bank, If no such power exists, 
then itis certain we cannot have such a 
Bank, and if we could have, is it certain that 
the business of regulating the exchanges of 
the country would pay the expenses of the 
institution. 

For the present [ shall nsswne that no 
such Bauk as h2 proposes can be organized, 
and if it could that the same would not be 
ained in its expenses hy its bu: 
with this view, let us inquiro if it is not possi 
ble for us to get along without a Bank at alll 

Let us seo if we cannot now commence a 
gradual reform, and in the courss of time, 
find our way back toa safe and sound circu- 


lating medium, without vieluting and existing 


chartered rights, and without producing any 
sudden and ruinous concussions upon the 
business of the country. Let us sce if we 
cannot get back tothe gold and silver cur- 
rency of our fathers and have plenty of mon 
cy for the business ofthe country, and yet 
have no chartered monied institutions in the 
nation to multiply the currency andderange 
the business of the people, 

Wo often hear it said that there is not gold 
and silver enough, in the world to effect the 
exchanges and fucilitato the trado of the 
community, and for the want of hard money 
we are furced to use paper as money. This 
is a great error, invented und propogated hy 
bankers and one about which the people 
should bo informed. Manufacturing and 
commercial communities require more mon- 
ey than a community exclusively agricultu- 
ral. ‘Thus it has been clearly ‘ascertained 
that England and France, both highly com- 
mercial and manufactaring countries, actu- 
ally employ fourteen dollirs and five cents 
toeach man woman and child. in those king- 
doms. Ithas been as clearly ascertained 
that Russia, being almost exclusively an ag- 
ricultural country, only employs four dollars 
toench person. 

‘The United States is a medium between 
these countries, being composed of a mixed 
community; not exclusively manufacturing, 
commercial or ngricultural, and by ascer- 
taining the proportion of each of those cluss- 
es, it hins been satisfactorily determined that 
fendollars for each person in the United 
States would beall the money that could be 
used to an advantaye. 

For instance in 1830 there was but siz 
dollars of money to each person in this coun- 


all thohank paper of the U, S. bank, then in 
full operation, und all the paper of the Stato 
bonks then doing And again, in 
1886 and 1837, when there was more bank 
Piper in circulation as money than at any 
othor period in the United States, there was 
but nine dollars and sizly four cents to cach 
person in the nation, incliding hard money 
and paper. We all remomber that money 
was then snid tolo very plenty. 

Let us now inquire whether there is gold 
and silver money envugh in the world to sup- 
ply the wants of trade wnd exchange. 

Let us tke all Europe nnd America for 
instance, ns the proportion of gold and silver 
is less 10 cach inhabisaut in these countries 
than in Asin and Africa, ag China and most 
of the British Asiatic provinces abound in 
hard money, particularly'silver coin. 

There is in Europe ond America four thou- 
sand five hundred millions of dullars of gold 
and silvercoin. 

The whole population of these countries, 
including the slaves of the United States, is 
two hundred and seventy-seven mullions of 
souls. 

This pives sixteen dollars and a fraction 
over in gold rod silver to euch man, woman 
and child in each of those countries. 

Our proportion inthe United States of all 
the hard money in Europe nnd Atnerics, ac~ 
cording to our humber of souls, is two hun- 
dred and fifty seven millions of dollars, or 
about sizfcen dollars to each person. of ail 
ages, color and sex in the nation; butas before 
stated, this wouldbe six dollirs more than 
we could profitably use. ‘Thus it appears 
that there is hard noney enough to answer 
all our purposes, if wo bid our proportion. 
Let us now see how much we Inck, and what 
is the reason we have it not. 

To give the United States inhard money 
8 gum equal to ten dollars to each soul, which 
sum ha been ascertained to be sufllcient to 
make a wholesome state of things, we must 
have one hundred and seventy millionsof dol- 
lars and n small fraction over. Then hard 
money would be more abundant than money 
ofall kinds wos in 1836 and 1837 

We hive now in the United States ninety 
two millions of dollars in gold and silver. 
most of which is locked up ia hanks, or care- 
fully laid aside by the citizen, because he 
knows it will always he gond, he preferring 
to pay out paper money which he hourly ex 
pects will depreciate upon his hands: ‘This 
is one reason why gold & silver always disap- 
pears where pnper moncy is uscd as a cir- 
culating medium. We need between secen- 
ty-eight and cighty millions of dollars of hard 
money in the United States to make our pro- 
portion according to our business. 

The laws of nature and the laws of trade 
areulike immutible; each will have its course. 
Water will change its position until it finds 
its level; this isan operation of the laws of 
nature. | Money, whether itbo madeof inetal 
or paper will do the same. except in this; 
Gold and silver money, like water, possess 
4 universal value, while paper money is local

nsent of all mankind, 
gold and silver coin is inoney at home and 
abroad. It is the life-blood of trad a) 
commerce, and its value is acknowledged 
all men in all countries; and in the preseat 
coniition of the world there can be no other 
currency. - By the unchangeableand imvuu- 
table Inws of trade, every country will havo 
its proper proportion of tins circulating medi« 
uum, unless prevented by somo unnatural in- 
terlerence. It islike the blond of the borly, 
whici flows to every artery and vein, unless 
provented by some unnatural cause; and 
when that occurs, the part to which it does not 
freoly circulnte becomes diseased. By sinie 
versal and common consent hard money is 
the blovd of trade, and the representation of 
vilue inevery civillized community, Our 
proportion of that circulating medium in tho 
United States is one hundred and seventy-two 
millions of dollars, Mf we had never entered 
upon the use of paper money, and if the law 
making powers of the statesand nation, had 
nover interfered with the laws of trade and 
value, we should now, like other countries 
similnrly situated, we have had that sum in 
gold andsilver coin, which would have cone 
tinned to increase as our population and bu- 
siness increase 

Bank money is now going out of use and 
hard money hus commenced to flow buck 
from Surope and other countries to supply its 
piace. ‘The specie imported intotho United 
Stotes over the sum exported since the first 
of October Inst will make the regular increas: 

of specie in the country about eight millions 
of dollars per annum. As the paper gocs 
down, the stream of hard mo ey to the couns 
try will grow largerandmoie rapiduntil the 
vacuum created by the destruction of our pa: 
per medium will be filled up by gold and si 

ver coin, This is an inovitable consequence, 
growing out of the law of mercantile opera- 
tions and the trade of the world. 

In 1834 the imports of ie to the U.S. 
over the exports exceeded sixteen millivn of 
dollars, and we all remember tho great 
amount of paper money in circulation that 
year. This iinport of specie. was in antici 

ation of the winding up of the United States 
Baok, and the withdrawal of its paper from 
circulation. ‘The causes that brought specio 


in its operations, aud only possesves valuo in 
tho piace where itis issited, Consequently 
it will stay at home where it is alone valua- 
ble as money, while tho hard money will 
gradually flow away to find its level in other 
countries not blessed with paper money. 
This is another enuse why hurd money al 
way siienppears where paper money 18 used. 

Paper money is always liable to deprecia- 
tion or destruction, either by n general dis- 
trust in the solvency of the bank that issued 
it, or by the total insolvency and failure of 
tho bank, or by the bank itself withdraw 
ing its paper from circulation, which is equiv= 
alent to its destruction. No institution 
framed and managed by human agency can 
prevent the two first causes. If the bauk 
issues and lowns it paper (and but for this 
there would be no bank ever created) it is 
liable to make bad debts, us the bank must 
take a part of the risk of every man's busi- 
ness to whom it loans its bills. [tis then 
constantly liable to become insolvent; and 
this is peculiarly the ease with large institu: 
ions, whose oparativns are widely extended 
and whose borrowers ure numerous. 

While this paper money is good the bard 
money gradually flows out of the country, 
and when it is suddenly destroyed, fromnny 
of the foregoing causes, there is nothing to 
supply its pla Shortly, however, after 
its destruction, the hard money will com 
mence flowing back to the country, and du- 
ring the time that elnpses between the fuil= 
ure of the paper currency and the return of 
the hard money to the couvtry, money is 
searce, times are hard, and those that hap- 
pen to be in debt are ruined. ‘This is the 
true cause of all the derangement ia the curs 
reney and money of the country, and the 
reason why we have uot our proportion of 
the hard money of the world. ‘This will al- 
ways be the case while we use bank paper 
for money. It has proven so in France, in 
England and in every country in tie world 
where »aper money has been used. 5 

Religion, industry, trade and commerce 
fare the most important things with man.— 
The God of nature has lett them free; and 
provided for them laws and rules of action, 
as fixed and certain as the rules that govern 
the ebbing ani flowing of the tides, and the 
rising and seiting of the sun. It is as much 
the will and order of God that industry, 
trade, and commerce, should be left to the 
government of their own patural laws, and 
that money of universal value should cir- 
culate through all its veins, ns its life blood, 
as that freedom of mind, freedom of thought, 
and freedom of conscience should exist. To 
attempt to shackle either, by legislative en- 
actments, orto attempt to bring them under 
subjection or the protection of human laws, 
und thus accustom them to look out of and 
beyond their own natural laws for support 
never fails in the end to ruin and desolate all 
and each; and the more protection they re- 
ceived from legislative enactments, in the 
adding to or changing the course of this nec- 
essary life-blood of circulation, the wider 
willbe the mischief, and the more disns- 
trous will be the ruin when it comes. A

Letier from Gen. Jackson. 
Herarrack, June 9, 1842. 


Dear Sir—I have received your letter of 
the 24th of May last, and since, F have also 
received tle Globe containing the speech of 
Senator Conrad, of Louisiana, on the bil! to 
refund me the fine. &c., imposed by judge 
Hall, who is styled by Mr. Conraa the up- 
right judge, 

‘he feeling and sentiment displayed by 
Mr. Conrad in his speech truly astonish me. 
‘Vhey are the very opposite of those enter- 
tained by the patriots who were engaged in 
the defence of New Orleans, not one of whom 
considered judge Hall as performing the part 
of a good citizen in the proceedings which he 
instituted against me. They are such as 
Abner L: Duncan, Esq.—under whose pa 
tronage Mr. Conrad was raised, and who, 
with the character of a distinguished jurist, 
combined that of a fearless soldier anda good 
awan—would have been ashamed to avow. 
Alshovgh at that time Mr, Conrad was a 
youth, he cannot have forgotten the leading 
Tocis of the e and the Jessons he learned 
from his patron should have taught hin to 
distrust the motives of those who, in such av 
emergency as that at New Orleans, obtained 
applause from those alone who were inimical 
tu their country, 

Avis asource of the deepest regret to me, 
that Mr. Conrad has disturbed the sleeping 
ashes of the judge, for the purpose of throw- 
ing an unjust imputation on my character. 
Phe faul must be his, if in doing so, truth 
and justice will compel the public to diseredit 
his Stalements. 

W hit are the prominent facts? 

After intelligence bad been received of the 
embirkment of the British troops at Ply- 
mouth, in England, and their object was the 
invasion of New Orleans; and whilst I was 
cngag ed with all exertions in repelling their 
advan ce, which was then in possession of 
Pense.cola—it being necessary for me to clear 
my le ft flank of the enemy before Lcould pro- 
ceed to New Orleans to meet them there— 
several committees from New Orleans waited 
upon me at Mobile, (the committee of safety 
and the: committee of vigilance,) all giving me 
simile iy formation to that communicated by 
governor Claiborne’s letters, which were ap- 
pended to my defence, and produced before 
judge Hol, under his rule to appeor and show 
cause why an attachment should not issue for 
‘contempt, Which you have published in the 
Globe, und to whieh T refer, Having expel- 
Jed thie British from Pensacolo, and made the 
necessary arrangements for the defence of 
Mobile, { hastened to New Orleans, and 
reacb ed there on the morning of the Ist of 
Dece mber—commencing then my urrange~ 
ments for the defence of that country. When 
Larrived there, every thing was despondens 
cy and alarm at the approach of such an over~ 
Whelming force. Thv traitors to our cause 
were; emboldened. There were no arims— 
not -even flints—in the arsenal, and the means 
for defence in all respects deficient I hud 
noth,ing to depend upon but the hope of arous- 
ing the citizens to that high feeling of patri 
ouf m which would make them as one man in 
union and energy. A call was made on the 
Lo uisiana militia in mass; plans were formed 
to prevent traitors and spies from communi- 
costing with the enemy- 

‘Soon ofter my arrival I was made acquaint- 
ed with judge Hall, who appeared willing to 
aid in the measures of defence, He was pre- 
Sent at many interviews I had with the eom= 
mittecs of vigilance and safety, The legislas 
ture was in session, ond had passed a law lay~ 
ing on embargo on all vessels; thus enabling 
|, commodore Patterson to impress the seaincn. 


the jails, and liberated the prisoners charged 
With piracy, &>., without bail, and lind sd~ 
Jjourned the court. ‘The subject was discus 
sed whether, in nduition to these measures, a 
real necessity did not exist for the declaration 
of martial law in New Orleans, which had 
now become my comp. ‘The judge was pre- 
sent when this question was decided in the 
affirmative, and by his gestures, he appeared 
{o approve the decision. But as the legisla 
assumed the power to pass the em- 
burgo, acting upon the necessity of the ease, I 
appealed to it to exert the same power in sus- 
pending the writ of habeas corpus during the 
invasion. This was opposed. by Louailicr, 
and by those who, wished to surrender the 
ity to the enemy. The application filed. 
Events, however, soon made it apparent that, 
without. the decloration of martial lav, the 
city could not be defended; and [took the res- 
ponsibility upon myself of making the decla- 
ration in time (o profit by the additional pow- 
er it gave tw the military arrangements for the 
defence; and the morning I declared it, judg 
Hall was in my office and-heard it read. 1 
was then he exeiaimed, now the country may 
be saved, without it it was lost. Application 
was then made to the legislature to adjourn, 
in order that all might join in the defence. 
‘This was refused by the majority--the repub- 
lican members voting for it. A request was 
then made by.thw governor to adjourn to Ba- 
ton Kouge. ‘This was also refused—the re- 
publicans voting for it, The enemy had ats 
tacked and desteayed our gunsboats, which 
gave new alarm to some, and fresh encour- 
agement to traitors, It gaye noble resolution 
to the trne patriot 
One of the details of the order declaring 
niartial Jaw, was, “that the lamps be put out 
at 9 o'clock, and all found in the streets after 
that should be apprehended, and carried to 
the provost guard for examination.” ‘This 
rule proved inconvenient to the judge, who 
was a bachelor, and spent his evenings with 
the Indies, He applied through the marshal 
(o be exempted from this rule, which I resist- 
ed, until It was repeated by the mayor and 
aldermen, and other gentlemen of high stand- 
ing, When it was granted with great reluc 
tance. Under this order, he passed my sen- 
finely at night—fed to the upper country, and 
did not return until after the battle of the 8th. 
On his return, he was received with great 
coolness by all his republican friends, and par- 
ticulirly by the Jadies, because he had left 
them and ‘the city exposed to the attacks of 
an infuriated soldiery, when he ought to have 
remained, and by his example, stimulated a 
noble defence. "'bis reception mortified the 
judge. He was thrown into a fit_ of dissipa- 
nzand into the bands of Blue, Louallier, 
and Co, who made a tool of him to bring 
about a conflict between the civil and military 
power, under the expectation of exciting vie 
brave Lovisianians to some violent act, or of 
subjecting me to the imputation of military 
tyranny. Mr. Conrad well knows what diffi 
culty Chad in restraining the people from 
committing violence on the judge, Louallier, 
Blane, & Co. 
About the time of the judge’s return to the 
city, Louallict published his talammatory ad- 
dress to the people, intended to create mutiny 
in my camp ond the desertion of the troops 
from their posts of defence. He was arrested 
exciting mutiny, and ag a spy for giving 


intelligence 10 the ‘enemy; not--as Mr. Con- 
rad asserts in his specch—for a libel. But be~ 
foro the arrest was gynde, he wocrated hlraseld 


until he had arrange 
appearance of a weit 
being done, he mad8Ais appearance at the 
coffee-house on the 6Uqof Mareb, when he 
was arrested. On his being delivered to the 
provost guard, colonel Arbuthnot command~ 
ing, who had beey instructed to trent him 
Kindly, and to furnish him with pen, ink, and 
paper, &e., communicated to him his instruc: 
Gons.” Louallier thanked him, saying, “I will 
tint be one hour with you.” “How 0?” in 
quired ol, A. He replied, “here is a writ 
of habeas corpus out for we.” This was 


communicated tome, T immediately sent to 
inquire Whether it was true that judge Hall 
had issued a writ before Louallier was atres 
ed. Being informed that it tad been so issued, 
and that judge Hall’s name was subscribed to 
it, [fortliwith issued anorder for the arrest of 
D. A, Uall, for aiding, abetting, and exciting 
mutiny in my camp. This was on the Sth. 
Shortly after, Mr: Dnplessis (then marshal) 
informed ine What T was “acting on the belief 
that the record would prove that judge Hall 
had exercised his judicial authority within 
your camp; thereby interfering with the po~ 
lice of the camp, in violation of martial law, 
and aiding and exciting mutiny within it. In 
this you will be mistaken: Therefore you had 
better look to it, aud see whether the date has 
notoeen altered fron the 5th to the 6th, since 
the jndge has been arrested.” [immediately 
sent for the clerk and record. When produc- 
ed, the alteration-plainly appeared. Tinquir~ 
ed of the clerle by whom the alteration was 
rade. He answered, by judge Hall—that he 
had sent tor himowith the record, and made 
the alteration. L retained the original, and 
gave wcertified copy tothe clerk, as set forth 
in my defence, and tendered to the court for 
the purpose, at a proper time, of sustaining 
the majesty of the law against such flagrant 
violation of it, and to purify the court 

Judge Halt wasliberated, and sent beyond 
the lines of my encampment, with special or= 
ders nov to return as long as the enemy should 
be on our eoast. But Mr. Conrad: says the 
enemy had left our coas¢ at this time; and the 
necessity for martial law ceased. Tregret such 
loose assertions, Had he attended to the re- 
cord, he would heve found that Mr, Livings- 
ton returned from the fleet on the 10th, where 
he had been to complete the cartel fur the ex- 
change of prisoners; and on the 1th Mr. 
Blanchord was at the Balize, delivering the 
British prisoners to quartermaster Pedro, 
from whom he received the confirmation that 
there were seven or ejglit men in New Or- 
leans (rom whorrihe British received daily 
information, and every movement of my 
troops. Mr. Conrad. can eay whether Blane 
and Co,, With his two historians, were not 
stispected of being part of the clique who cor- 
responded with the enemy.
